The Assessors consider this as 
merely incident to their office and of little importance, and 
the matter being new, is looked upon with suspicion by the 
people who give in their reports reluctantly and inaccu- 
rately—the result is injury in place of benefit. 

The reports.for 1884 are in some respects in advance of 
those of 1883. In some of the Counties both: Assessors 
and people seem to have realized the object and purpose of 
the work and the returnsare fair indices of the average 
agricultural products of such Counties, but the far larger 


number of reports manifest negligence and dislike to the 
work. | ۰ l 
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The importance to the. State of collecting accurate agri- 
cultural statistics cannot be overestimated. Whether they: 
can be obtained in the way provided is a problem to be. 
solved in the future. It would be a grave mistake to aban- 
don the effort, because within the short period the law has 
been in force it has failed to attain more satisfactory results, 
Evidently the importance of this matter is being realized by 
the people, and so soon as itis fully appreciated the desired 
end will be attained. | 

No cheaper plan can be devised to answer the thous- 
‘ands of inquiries made in regard to the agricultural re- 
‘sources of this State, and to induce the thousands of sturdy 
farmers seeking to leave the older States to find homes 
with us.
